our  customers;  but  we  take  the  greatest  pleasure  in  announcmg, 
that  with  our  enlarged  facilities  and  room,  together  with  our  per- 
sonal supervision  ot  an  increased  force  of  the  best  mechanics,  will 
enable  us  in  the  future  to  execute  their  orders  with  greater  care 
and  dispatch. 

We  wish  also  to  say  to  the  trade  that  our  Price -List  only 
applies  to  the  regular  work  as  shown  in  our  illustrated  catalogue. 
When  orders  are  given  which  in  any  way  vary  from  the  regular 
styles,  the  price-list  rates  are  not  to  be  applied. 

We  also  wish  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  our  customers,  that 
when  orders  are  given  which  deviate  from  our  regular  styles  and 
measurements,  that  they  will  have  to  be  made  to  order  in  regular 
rotation,  as  noted  in  our  order  book.  In  consequence,  we  cannot 
allow  ourselves  to  be  limited  to  a  specified  time  in  their  con- 
struction; but  will  endeavor  to  furnish  the  same  with  the  least 
possible  delay. 

We  also  wish  to  notify  our  customers,  that  in  the  construction 
of  our  work  the  materials  will  be  selected  according  to  the  quality 
and  'ce  of  the  article  (as  customary  among  all  manulacturers), 
partly  of  solid  and  partly  of  soft  wood,  veneered ;  this  is  done  in 
order  to  secure  a  better  s*tanding  of  the  work,  and  fir  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  a  particular  clsss  of  work  at  lower  rates. 

We  would  also  call  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  materials  as  well  as  in  the  construction  of  our  work  our 
personal  attention  will  be  constantly  given,  in  order  that  the  same 
may  prove  satisfactory  to  our  customers;  but  we  cannot  allow 
them  to  hold  us  responsible  for  anything  that  may  happen  to  the 
work  after  shipment,  as  we  shall  use  our  best  exertions  to  make 
shipment  in  good  order,  after  which  the  purchasers  must  assume 
all  the  responsibility. 

Please  take  notice,  that,  for  the  purpose  of  liberating  ourselves 
from  constant  annoyance  caused  by  many  in  the  trade,  and  by 
such  as  pretending  to  be  agents,  in  sending  or  directing  private 
men  to  purchase  of  our  goods  (who  at  the  time  of  their  purchase 
are  neither  introduced  or  known  to  us  as  having  been  sent  by  any 
one),  and  afterwards  claiming  a  percentage  or  the  difference  of 
the  amount  and  the  wholesale  price-list. 

Under  such  circumstances,  we  feel  compelled  to  bring  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  trade  and  others,  that  it  has  never  been  our 
desire  to  have  private  men  sent  or  directed  to  us,  and  that  from 
this  date  we  will  not  consider  or  know  any  one  in  the  transaction 
of  a  sale  to  private  men.
